by depriving two of the strongest 
appetites of thelr natural satisfac- 
tion, promote a tensioh which can 
be relieved: by the cultivation: of 
prayer and spiritual ecstasy. If 
Oriental asceticism is in “certain 
aspects -2 rationalization of this

The 
medineval ascetics quite as much 
as Eusebius and, I woald add, quite 
as much aa the Buddha, believed 
the world to be perishing: and run- 
ning down and reaching its last 
end. Rellef might be possible, but 
cure was not. 


‘Now the European world from 
the fifteenth contury onwards be- 
gan to experience a new view of 
life, I think we must regard it as 
duc, in the main, to the rovival of 
interest in the methods of Greck 
free thought, cotpled with the 
maturing of the Nordic peoples of 
Northorn Europe, the oponing up 
of the new world, tho rise of the 
Copernican Astronomy, and the de- 
eny of the belief in on immedinto 
dissolution of life upon the planet. 
Protcatantlam in its genesis bo- 
tongs, as Trooltach truly abservos, 
to the mediaeval world, although in 
‘this one reapect It ‘abandoned the 
mediaaval view by giving up the 
conception of two grades of human 
life, and making all Hfo equally the 
service of God. Tho English book 
of Common Prayer contains not o 
alnglo réferenco to the two 
dtandards of life, natural and 
supernatural, and it Is significant 
that the new Deposited Book has 
ropalred this omtsston by redraft- 
Ing the Prefaco to the Marriage 
Sorvico, so that It now runs, “Such 
porrons na are not called to romain 
unmarried” inktend of “Such per- 
sons an had not tho gift of con- 
Hnoncy.”

the pedestrian point of view is 
Ma On Shan, which rises to 2,261 
feet in the Western ycction of 
the New Territories. This is the 
second highest mountain and ix 
coniparatively arduous to ascend, 
since the only path up to the 
summit is a narrow track used by 
grass-cutters. Its approach lies 
far off the beaten highway-and it 
is probably scldom visited by 
Buropeans in the course of their 
tramping expeditions,

There 
are trains from Shatin to Kow- 
loon at 6.15 p.m. and 6.26 p.m. 
on Sundays, and. one should en- 
deavour to suit the journey to 
these times, unless, ns a true dis- 
ciple of the open rond, he scorns 
to return by any other manner 
than on foot. The average walk- 
er should allow himself at least 
nine hours for the journey from 
Kowloon City to. Shatin; that is, 
jf he is able to keen up b steady 
pace of not less than three miles 
an hour.

On Tuesday His Excellency the Deputy Governor will formally 
open the new buildings at Stanley Peninsula when both he and all 

the inspiriting journey thither will personally be enabled 
v how far that spirit of which Sir Cecil spoke has been 
caught and how much ‘progress hus been made toward achieving 
that “wreat triumph in the cause of education.” Patience and per- 
severance have been the watchwords of the Coflege authorities, add- 
. ed to which has been a truly great faith In Chinese liberality to pro- 
vide the sinews without which such s magnificent scheme would 
huve heen utterly impossible. They have been, and are, animated 
by the spirit of the pioncers of lony yenrs ayo, undaunted by dif- 
ficulties, undismayed by unforeseen obstacles, but ever pressing. to- 
Ward that yeal that spells Success und Honour, The fervour and 
enthusiaain exhibited by all connected with St, Stephen's Collec 
cannot fail to be a fertile souree of inspiration to all to whom the 


cause of uducation in this Colony is very near and dear. Others’ 


may at Tuesday's ceremony speak with eloquence of the past nnd 
of the future of St. Stephen's College; but it requires o ipomonal 
visit to inatil in those who have the means a fervent desire to be 
nasoviated with what Sir Cecil Clementi rightly described as a 
“splendid venture of faith.” The new pfoncers nt Stanley Peninsula 
richly deserve to garner all those frults of which faith is but 2 pre. 
cursor. Aa enthustasm begets enthusiasm, so may the educational 
Pioneers ut Stanley Peninsula be practically encouraged to push 
ahead with a scheme so full of hope and enterprise!

MATTERS OF MOMENT 


(Contributed) 


For some time past,. certain, If 
not all Antl-Malari | services of the 
Colony have been striving to ad- 
voente the principle of one suprem¢ 
governing body, established to “co- 
ordinate the anti-malarial forces of 
the Colony to withstand’ the rising 
tlde of life wastage.” We quote 
these expressions of opinion . and 
policy from the observations of 
Wong Sul-ngau who recently In- 
troduced deputation. from the 
New Territories to the Board 
charged with the design of incinera- 
tors on the subject of the recom- 
mendations made by the Hot Alr 
Commission, which reported in 
September, 1923, on the matter. 

The deputation urged that in view 
of the serious financlal losses en- 
tailed by the mere presence of 
mosquitoes, “the anti-malarial ser- 
vice should be recognised as on 
essential dervice of the Colony, and 
should be accorded statutory 
powers, and that some central 
supervision should be established 
without, however,  atlfllng local 
{nterest In maintenance ‘and work 
on the matter,” 

To this proposition the head of 
the Board expreased the view that 
while the Board was fully alive to 
the considerations to which the 
deputation had drawn  attentlon, 
“more might, and, he thought, 
should be, done by Local Au- 


thorities and their officors in the 
way of co-operation and co-ordina- 
tion of the available services, and 
he hoped that members of the de- 
putation and thelr colleagues whom 
they .represented would do every- 
thing possible to stimulate action 
under tholr existing = powers 
whorevar there appenred to bo an 
opening for Improving the existing 
nanti-malarial services by co-opera- 
tion and arrangements | for mutual 
support on ‘occasions of omorgency.” 

Theso are, of cotrne, the old, old 
stereotyped slfbboleths which have 
beon “gramophoned” on occaslona 
innumerable.

IN MIDDLE AGE 


Looking Young and 
Keeping Young - 


Looking young and keeping the 
attractions of youth depend, not on 
the use of cosmetics, but on how 
much “alive” one is. “ull vigorous 
lite--always providing that normal 
good health is present—is .main- 
tained by three things, food, rest 
and the healthy functioning of the 
vital organs. What one ents, how 
one -builda up reserves of strength 
and how. efiiciently the body 
eliminates waste products and ab- 
sorba elements for fresh supplies 
of pure blood, settle the question 
of how young one looks. Fortun- 
ately, these are matters: which can 
be controlled, - 

We'know, but we often forget, 
that more health and vitality are 


to be ‘derived from certain foods]. 


than from others. There are youth- 
giving. foods and body-ngeing 
foods. Under the first heading 
come lizhtly-dressed salads, fresh 
green vegetables, earefully and 
well cooked, mashed potatoes, eggs 
raw or lightly boiled, steamed or 
boiled. fresh fish, ight meats 
simply and lightly cooked. Youth- 
viving foods include compotes of 
fresh fruits, jellles, sponge enkes, 
light and casily digested puddings, 
milk, cream, butter and cream 
butter and erenm cheeses, fresh 
fruits and nuts If well masticated. 
Instend of bread, thin. Ronsts or 
rusks should be enten. Naturally, 
discretion must be used in choosing 
from these foods, Women who are 
likely to lose their slenderness of 
line, should be careful to ent spar- 
ingly of such. items as potatoes, 
milk, cream, butter, puddings and 
cream cheeses, On the other hand, 
those whose figures tend to grow 
yaunt with. time should eat plenty 
of those fattening foods and should 
not indulge in many salads and 
acid foods. 

Body-ageing foods are those 
which produce heaviness and slug- 
gishness in the body, by over- 
axing the digestive organs and re- 
tarding thelr functions. Unfor- 
tunately their name {8 legion. 
Briefly summarised — they include 
all fried foods, rich meats and 
dishes prepared with heavy, hiyh- 
ly-flavoured = sauce condiments. 
The excessive use of mustard and 
vineyar ure ruinous to the diges- 
tion and therefore have an ageing 
effect. Pastries, rich puddings, 
chocolate, rich cakes, ices and 
fungent eheeses, should all be 
rigorously exeluded from the diet 
of the woman who wishes to feel 
nnd to look young. 

Beverages are most important. 


Nothing rejuyenntes the body and 
preserves good looks more eMcient- 
ly than the sipping of water 
between meals, At least a quart 
of water should be drunk overy 
day, and remember, only sips—not 
drinks—should be taken. 

The thin, nervous woman's looks 
will benefit enormously by the 
simple practice of sipping warm 
milk three times a day; a giassful 
firat thing In the morning, another 
at tes time and a ginasful before 
retiring. It should not be boiled 
but just warmed. A few weeks of 
this habit may fill out unwelcome 
hollows, smooth away dlatressing 
wrinkles, and) markedly inérease 
vitality. Drinking at meal times 
ahould always be avoided. 

Ten, coffea and all alcoholic 
drinks are harmful and ageing to 
the body. Those who would keop 
young should reduce their con- 
sumption of these beverages to the 
minimum; If they can be given up 
entirely, so much the better. 
Barley water and lemon drinks are 
Invaluable for refreshing the ap- 
pearance and clearing the com- 
ploxion. .

“ERMLAND” CASE 


Junk Held to Be 
to Blame 


JUDGMENT DELIVERED 


His Lordship the Chief Justlee, 
(Sir Henry Gollan), sitting in Ad- 
miralty Jurisdiction, yesterday gave 
judgment in the easo'in which the 
‘motor ship Evmland of the Ham- 
Durg-Amerika line collided with a 
junk off Waglan Lighthouse on 
March 25, 1080. 

As a reault of the colliston the 
owner of the junk, Cheung Yau- 
kam, claimed from the defendant 
ship the sum of $5,000, the value 
of the junk which was sunk, 

His Lordship delivering judg- 
ment suid:— 


Text of Judgment 


This is an actlon for damages 
arising out of a collision 
between junk No, 764L _ be- 
longing to the plaintiff, and 
the ms. Ermland, on March 26, 
1929, between one and two 
miles to the south-east of 
Waglan Lighthouse and, accord. 
ing to the onswer to question 
Sin the plaintif’s Preliminary Act, 
within the waters of the Colony. 

No plendinga have been deliver- 
ed and the-action has dome for 
trial on the Preliminary Acts filed 
by the parties before this Court, 
Commander Hole, R.N. the Har- 
bour Master of the Colony, acting 
as nautical assessor. , 

The case for the plaintif Is that 
his junk had been fishing off the 
island of Kwan Chau, and had 
started for Hong Kong about 3 
p.m. on March 26, 1929. The plain. 
tiff’'s witness Fung Kin-tain stated 
that Kawu Chau is an Island with 
a “fairly high hill” upon it and that 
it lies to the.cast of Waglan Island, 
though he could not say whether it 
was a little to the north or a Jittle 
to the south of due east. 

Tho Question Of Time 

On the day in question, it was 
pricticaly a calm with a very light 
east wind, and although a yulow 
was used on the plaintiffs junk, 
the rate of progress could not have 
been very = jereat. Taking the 
lime of the collision as between 
6.16 and 6.40 p.m., It is hardly like. 
ly that between 3 p.m, when, the 
junk is alleged to have loft Kawu 
Chau, and the time of the collision, 
it could have travelled as much 18 
ten miles. But although we have 
had before us charts showing the 
sea forty-six miles to the east of 
Waglan Island we have not been 
able to discover any signs of any 
island answerlng to the description 
given by the plaintiffs witness of 
Kawu Chau. This is most regret 
table as much turns on the course 
which was being steered by the 
plaintiffs junk at the moment of 
the collision and the position of 
Kawu Chau would have been of 
material assistance In coming to a 
decision on this matter, 

“Phe plaintiff says that his junk, 
when the ship was first seen, was, 
nnd had Leen for some time pre- 
viously on a north-west course, with 
sail up and going, with the ossist- 
ance of the yulow, at between ono 
and two miles per hour. The sall 
was on the port side and the yulow 
was being worked on the starboard 
side. There was a fog which, ac- 
cording to the plaintiff, reduced 
visibility to about two hundred 
yards; and he further states that 
for some time previous to the col- 
Usion a conch horn was being con- 
tinually blown at Intervals of about 
half a minute on the junk and that 
when the ship became visible a 
kerosene tin was beaten as well, 

Opinions Differ 

Aw to the plice of the collision 
there ja a alight difference of opin- 
jon between the parties. In 


Wa Preliminary Act the plaintit 


anya that it occurred “between one 
and two miles south-enst of Waglan 
Lighthouse in the waters of the 
Colany.” The defendant's estim- 
ate of the position is “between one 
and a half and two mites off the 
Wagan  Lighthoure. The dif- 
ference Is immaterial and 7 find as 
a fact that the collision took place 
between one and two miles to the 
vouth-cast of Waglan Iighthouse, 
and within/ the waters of the 
Colony. . 

As regards the time of the occur. 
renco tho plalntiff's avidence fn -to 
the effact that It was towards 6 


pm. and about half pn hour be- 
fore sunset, This: {a merely an 
ostimute, because I gathered that 
there was no clock on the Junk and 
the fog provented any great nsolat- 
ance being dorived from the posal. 
tion of the sun, The Captain of 
the mu, Ermlund testified that the 
colliston took place at 640 p.m, on 
March 26, 1920, being, ndmittadly, 
at 6.86 pan, at Hog Kong: and ho 
produced his lox In support of the 
time given by him (seo Exhibit 
“0H, 1"). We sald that Tathong 
Polnt was passed about 6.20 pim. 
and at 6.85 p.m. Wagtan Fog Signal 
at a distunce of about one and’a 
half miles: and at this tite the 
ship waa carrying mast head lights, 
side lights, and atérn light 
and sounding a motor whistle about 
evory minute, As the ship was on 
a voyngo to Manila, courso was al- 
tered at 6.37 p.m, to true south 42 
wnat, both engines going slow. At 
6.38 p.m. both engines wero stopped 
as a fog signal was heard three 
points. on the ship’ts starboard 
alde and at 6.89 p.m. a fishing junk, 
which was not the plaintiff's junk, 
was sighted, and at 640 pm, the 
collision took place. 


Captain Correct 
It may be the misfortune of the 


-plaintiff that stronger evidence as 


to the time of the colliston could not 
bo given by hia witnesses. On the 
gther hand I ean seo no reason why 
I should disbelieve the evidence 


‘of the Captain and hls Chief Officer, 


and I therefore find ag a fact that 
the collision took placa at 6.40 p.m, 

I now come to the evidence of 
the actual collision. Tho case for 
the plaintiff is that the junk was 
proceeding at between one and two 
miles per hour in a fog, a conch 
horn being blown at regular short 
intervals Lofore the ship was sight- 
ed, and a kerosene tin being also 
beaten whon the ship was sighted, 
about two hundred yards away. 
According to the plaintiff's - wit- 
nesses, the course of the junk was 
north-west, and her sails were 
hoisted and lying on her port side. 
In cross-exumination, the plaintiff's 
witnesses stuted that they could 
hear the Waglin Fog Signal, and 
that the sound struck the’ ship be- 
tween the bow and amidships on 
the port side. Lam advised by 
Commander Hole that if, as the 
plaintiffs witnesses aasert, the 
junk was on: a north-west course 
then, having regard to the place 
of the collision, the sound of the 
Waglan Signal must have struck 
the junk dead ahead: and the fact 
that the signal struck her on the 
port side between her bow and 
amidships shows that her course 
could not have been north-west but 
must have been north with 
possibly a ‘slight tendency to cast 
of north. : 


The Junk'’s Course 


Besides, If the evidence of the 
Captain is believed, and it fs 
borne out by the course he would 
properly set for Manila, the ship, 
at the time of the collision, was on 
a true south 42 cast course, and if 
the Junk was on a north wast 
course, then the two vessels would 
have passed starboard to atarbeard 
and no collision would have been 
poasible, 

I am of opinion therefore, and 
Commander Hole, R.N,, concurs in 
this finding, that at the time of 
the collision the junk was on a 
north course with, probably, a 
slight tendency to a little east of 
north, and that the ship was on a 
true south 42 degrees cast course. 

The plaintift’s witnesses say that. 
when the ship was first sighted at: 
a distance of about two hundred 
yards, she was on the starboard 
side of the junk. If I am right in 
thinking that the junk’s course 
Just before the collision was north 
or n little enst of north, then T 
am advised by Commander Hole 
that the evidence of the ship's 
officers that when first seen ‘the 
junk was almost clear of the port 
aide of the ship is the more 
eredible; and so I find, 

Tho ship's officers go on to say 
that immediately the junk was 
zlghted the helm: of the ship was 
ported and her engines: were put 
full astern, If the junk’s course 
was, a8 1 have ‘found, north or a 
little cast of north, thls was a 
proper manoeuvre and the ship 
nhould have cleared the. junk by 
the ntern If the latter had held her 
course. But, aecording to the 
evidence of the captain of the ship, 


Immedlately before the Impnel, the 
junk wore, thus exposing her atar- 
board alde to the bow of the ship, 
and the junk was struck amld- 
ships, ; 

oa Junk to Blame 


In a document, Exhibit “ILE.2," 
anid to have been propared on tho 
day after the collision, the state- 
ment is made that it was the look- 
out mon who saw the Junk wear, 
but the enptuin awore that ho also 
saw the Junk wear, The plaintift’s 
witnessos deny that the junk wore 
immodiately before the colllston, 
but the confusion and atate of 
panic on board tha junk was, sce 
cording to their own evidence, so 
great that I doubt if any of thom 
have a very clonr recollection of 
what took place at the time of col- 
Maton. Certainly, the evidence of 
the ship's officers is consistent with 
other clreumstances' of the colll- 
sion as astablished to my satisfac. 
tion and I find that tho cause of 
the collision wags the act of the 
junk in wearing, {nstead of hold- 
ing on her course and that, con- 
sequently, the plaintiff's junk was 
to blame. ; 

A further submission was made 
on behalf of the defendant ship 
which, in my opinion, is correct. 
It is provided by sub-section 27 of 
section 39 of the Merchant Ship. 
ping Ordinance, 1899, aa follows, 
"If in any action brought In respect 
of a collision occurring betweon 
sunset and sunrise, in or outside 
the waters of the Colony, betweon 
a junk and any other vessel what+ 
soever, it is proved that such junk 
did not carry oither the lights 
proseribed for sailing vessels by 
the International Collision Regula. 
tlons, or tha lights proscribed for 
junks by sub-sections (1) or (2) 
respectively of section 26, then 
such junk shall be deemed to ba 
in fault, unless it is shown to the 
satisfaction of the Court that the 
circumstances of the case mado tho 
omission to jcarry such lights 
neveasury,”” 

Mr. Jenkin, for the ship, argued 
that inusmuch a4 the collision took 
place “after sunset and the plaine 
tiil's junk admittedly carricd no 
lights, the prinefple laid down in 
the “Fanny M. Carvill” 13° AC 
415, note, applied and the onus 
was thrown on the plaintiff’ of 
showing that under no possibility 
vould the failure to curry Ights 
have contributed to the collision. 
Mr, Alabaster, who appeared for 
the plaintiff,’ submitted that inag- 
much as section 419 (4) of tho 
Merehant Shipping Act, 1894, 
which provides’ that a ship is in 
au cage of collision where any of 
the collision regulations have been 
infringed by .that ship, had -been 
repented by section 4 of the Mari- 
time Conventions Act, 1911, and i 
agmuch as that Act under section 
9 (1) thereof extends to this 
Colony, sub-section 27 of section 
39 of the Merchant Shipping 
Ordinance, 1899, must be taken to 
have been Impliedly repealed, be 
enuse section 419 (4) of the Mer- 
chant Shlpping Act, 1894, covers 
the provisions of that sub-séction. 


No Grounds For Repenl 


But I see no grounds for any re- 
peal by Implication so far as sec. 
tlon 89 (27) extends to the waters 
of the Colony, for the Colonial 
legislature has power to legislate 
within the limits of the Colony. 
Insofar, therefore, as section 39 
(27) of the Merehant Shipping 
Ordinance, 1899, applies to the 
waters of the Colony, I am of 
opinion that its provisions art 
still in operation and that if In 
any actlon brought In respect of a 
collision within the waters of the 
Colony it ia shown that o junk did 
not carry the prescribed Ifhts, the 
principle Infd down in the "Fanny 
M. Carvill” fs still applicable. 

In connection with this polnt it 
is Interesting tv observe that at 
P. 66 (note Y) of “Marsden on

ART OF THE DANCE 


Valuable Advice by Two 
Famous ‘Experts 


HONG’ KONG BANDS PRAISED 

In an interview with a Sunday 
Horald ropresontative yesterday, 
Mr. Albert Barnott, who with his 
partner, Miss Nora Chilo, originat- 
ed the modern dance, the Trebla; 
which they are demonatrating In 
Hong Kong stated: 

“My partner,and I are making o 
vory extensive tour of the British 
Empire trying to arouse the inter- 
ests of dancers to the fact that the 
fox-trot is not the only dance. It 
seems to us such a gront pity so 
much syncopated music is used in 
our programmes, whon there are 
so many tuneful measures available. 
Fox-trot after fox-trot is neither 
good for dancers or dancing. Our 
present day programmes are far 
too monotinous for dancing to 
maintain {ts popularity na a‘recren- 
tion, 

Alluring ‘Tango 

“There is an great deal of mis- 
conception regarding tho tango. 
One hears that we have not the 
temperament; we have not the at- 
mosphere; or we have not the bands, 
This ts not really so, all the tango 
requires is an’ elementary know- 
ledge of its basic principles. It is 
a meusure that js written In 2/4 
time, and tlie dance rhythm {fs such 
that a step can be taken on either 
whole or half beats followed by a 
slight pause. The musie of this 
particular dunce is most alluring, 
and a simple tango can easily be 
mastered in threo lessons, 

“Waltzes are played very occa- 
sionally out Enst, at home they are 
almost as popular as the fox-trot. 
Possibly no rhythm is so distorted 
as that of the waltz, The charac- 
teristic through ita many vicissitudes 
It Is a rhythm 
which demands rotations, and the 
feet to be closed upon the third 
bent. There are no walking stops 
in the waltz—to attempt to walk 
to 3/4 time is impossible—if one 
dosircs to harmonise one’s move- 
ments with its rhythm and’ time, 

Neglected Blues 


“Another dance which fs very 
much neglected is tho blues. There 
Is fascination in the pecullar Ht 
of blues music, which Is founded on 
the Negro spiritual, that never falls 
to attract elther the musician or 
tho rhythmic dancer, The “Yale” 
veraion of the blues Ia very quickly 
mastered, and Is weil worth a Iittle 
trouble to acquire, 

“London's atest dances is, of 
course, the “Six-cight” so named 
after the time of the music, Of 
course 6/8 time fa every old, but 
the rhythm of the dance has been 
changed in rather a clever manner 
instead of dancing on single 
bents, one dances on half bara. 
Therefore it has produced n slowly 
moving dance to very quickly play- 
ed mutuic.

Without the 
dicntion of fntention a tramear 
stops. Probably there Is an excel- 
lent reason for stepping; there may 
be an accident to be averted but the 
unfortunate motor car travelling Le- 
hind has no warning, and may erash 
inte the tram. “ 

From the motorists’ point of view 
trams spoil the roads; motorists 
privately might consider their exist- 
enge extremely wholesome for the’ 
community; the general public’ 
needs masa transport of some kind; 
but no moforist eam see any reason 
why trama should not conform to 
the rules of the road. They must, 
of course, keep to the middle of the 
road, but there is no reason why a 
warning should not be sounded at 
auch intersection, Some drivers do 
sound a bell frequently. but others, 
unfortunately, do not. When turns 
ing inte a street carrying a tram- 
line. the motorist must, after ob- 
serving all precautions for ordinary 
traffic, make sure that no tram is 
near. Hf there fs, in spite of all 
rules about precedence for traffic on 
the right, he must wait for the tram 
to pass, for trams very rarely writ 
for other traffic. Even the warning 
bell of the trams might be improv- 
ed. It does not carry very far in 
the din ef modern traflig, and could, 
possibly, be replaced by an electric 


-horn. 


I shall probably continue to drive 
a ear, in spite of fear and trepida- 
tion, and hope te be as successful 
In avoiding  tramears as before. 
Notwithstanding the dubiots -enjoy- 
vent of negotiating tram-used in- 
tersections, and the satisfaction of 
arriving home nightly unscathed, I 
would be much happier generally if 
trameara behaved only approximate- 
ly like other. road users, and so, T 
think, would most ether metro- 
polltan motorists.

bably‘ are tho most difleult in the |,

Henry Ford started an asaombling 
plant ‘near Yokohama somo four 
yours ngo and soon {yas followed by 
General Motors, with a blg plant 
near Osaka.* The two organisations 
made poaalblo what many Japanese 
consider the worst pest of modorn 
Ife in thelr clties—the “One You 
Taxl,” or “Yentaku,"” as they are 
called by Japanese. 

The partiad payment plan of the 
American concerns encouraged thou 
sands of young Japanese from the 
country to emigrate fo the citles to 
entor the taxi business. With cheap 
Amertean cara scores of small oper- 
ators set up one yen taxi concerns,

The streets already were crowded 
with bicyeles—There are more thah 
half a million iu Tokio alone-—push 
cnrts, hand carts, horse drawn 
wagons, rikishos, and foot. traffic. 
When automobiles ‘were added to 
the stream it became literally a 
raging torrent. In addition both 
Yokio and Yokohama have been 
widening and paving the ‘majority 
of thoir strects as part of the re 
construction programme following 
the great carthqunke. Streets are 
blocked In many places and they 
change thelr course from: month to 
month with bewlldering results. 

The big bridges—there are hun- 
dreds of bridges over the canals and 
rivers of Tokio—present strange 
traffic streams which can hardly 
be cqualled, even by the traffic 
streams through the great city 
gates of Peking. Carts and 
waggons drawn by oxen and cows, 
by horses and by men, compete with 
motorcycles, automobiles, © motor 
trucks, tractors and cargo: carriers 
who carry burdens on their backs.

A car can be over-lubricated in 
spite of the claims of some ad- 
visers. Electrical parts, brakes, 
and pumps, ns well as the crank- 
case, should be attended to fre- 
quently, but sparingly. As over- 
supply -of grease on electrical 
units .may causo shortening of the 
electric circuits, likowlse too much 
grease on the pump will work into 
the radiator, stopping normal cir- 
culation. Too much oll in the 
crankcase will enusa fouling of 
spark plugs and-a missing motor

Tools and Tyres - 

When mounting tyres of tho clin- 
cher type, especially the large bal- 
loon style of tyres, it is often found 
difficult to hold the valvo section in 
placo while pulling on the opposite 
sido of the tyre, For thls purpose 
a U-shaped, fron strap, which is 
pushed down over the tyro near the 
valve, 1s found convenient, . The 
hook {s made of such a size that It 
will hold the tyre to the rim secure- 
ly. This will keep the beads and 
valve stem In position, leaving the 
worker’s hands free to use the tyre 
tool on the opposite side.

Motorisation of U.S. 
Army Under Test 


Motorisation of infantry is bding 
offected yrenerally at this tlie fi 
the armies of the world and the 
United States Army is at present 
conducting its frst oxperiment 
along this line at Camp Euatla, Lee 
Hall, Va, Ht ia the S4th Infantry 
that no longer has to hike with the 
slow military tread, riding Instead - 
in a teat of fifty-six Chevrolet paa+ 
senger ears and trucks, Extensive 
manoeuvres which have been con-- 
ducted since last August havo prov- 
ed so auceessful that indications 
point to complete moterisation of 
the army within the next fow yeara. 

Formerly an army on the march 
considered two mites an hour a 
wood average. The Camp Euatia 
experiments with the Chevrolet 
carvan hes shown that it ia pose 
sible to move a regiment with all 
its necessary supplies at an averngo 
speed of fifteen miles an hour, An- 
other advantage that has beon dis- 
covered fa that cross-country travel 
has been found practical anywhere 
the-ground is hard.

To-day several regiments of Bri- 
tish troops are being. moved by 
motor-curs. Through the British 
and American exporlmenta ‘it haa 
been definitely learned that com- 
pletely motorised unity can trans- 
port 800 men clght times more 
swiftly than they can travel afoot.

Increasing Popwlarity of 
the “ Medirun ” 


‘For many years now Great Bri- 
tnin hag been a nation of amall 
motor-ars, By small cirs | mean 
vehicles of about 12 hp, When the 
Inat conaus was talon [showed that 
thera were in use ono fewer than 
200,897 vehicles of this type, 

Of 14 hp. cura there were 111) B17, 
‘of 16 hep, enra 44,802 and of 20 hyp 
18,402. 

The 12 hp. family vehicle was 
malnly tho outcome of the horse- 
power tnx. Manufacturers — excr- 
eined thelr Ingenuity to chent the 
tax and produced small units giving 
forth almost incredible © power in 
relation to their size, 

Thia year there has doen na marked 
change In the position. Small ears 
are atill selling, But the vogue’ fs 
definitely for larger cars of higher 
power. The medium-powered car 
has come into itacown with a rush. 

Factories arc hard put to it to 
keep up deliveries, . Some, In faet, 
have been so deluged with orders for 
cars of from 16 to 20 hp. that they 
have had to start night shifts, and 
even then are behind with dcliverics, 

1 prophesy that within two years 
the Medium-powered cars In use 
will easily out-number the 12 hep. or 
amall family type. 

Wat is the reason for the pre- 
gent popularity of the medium, 
powered cnr? 

Tt is mainly a question of price. 
British mediume powered cara of 
1940 ure suMciently inexpensive to 
counteract the higher horse-power 
diandvantage. After all there Ss 
only £3 difference In tax between a 
12 hp, and 15 hp, car, and thts $s 
not much sprend over three years, 


Possibility Of Tax Reduction 


There is a strong possibility that 
In the next Budget the horse-power 
tax will be reduced, 1 do not 
imagine there will be any general 
reduction In taxation, What we 
gain on the swings will be Jost on 
the roundabouts. But if the horse- 
power tax 1s reduced, nx anticipated, 
the position of the medium-power 
-ear will be strengthened. 


In many ways this Is to the good. 

British manufacturers have now 

- proved that they can om: ike the 
medium-powered class of motor-car 
te chenply as can their rivals, 

New plant has been Inid down for 
their development, and ff, as there 
ja reason to expect, a great mew era 
of expansion in the Empire markets 
is coming, it ia well that we should 
be prepared for events. 

Tdo not think the small car ‘will 
disappear altogether. I have the 
greatest admiration for this type, 
and Eshanld fmagine it will still 
serve n useful purpose in this coun- 
try. But I think that the medlum- 
powered car will. soon be the ehlef 
type in use. 

The small car must not be con- 
fused in thia respect with the 
“baby” car, which fs selling this 
year in yreater numbers than ever. 

It Is being used extensively as a 
sort of “dingy” to the larger car, 
and has Introduced the two-car 
atnndard to thousands of families, 
Women love them. .

The 
hole in the fibre insulating bush wil 
also require touching up, but not, 
with a round) file or drill on any 
necount, Use a tightly rolled-up 
plece of the finest emory paper to 
twirl inside the hole’ to clean It. 
The cause of a atfeking rocker is 
damp having got Into the magneto. 
If n var Is left standing in a gamp 
garage this trouble may occur, 

In tho case of coll ignition thia ia 
not self-generating, a4 fa the mug 
neto, and any cuttlng-out would In- 
lente that current was not passing 
through the coll, Therefore, the 
two terminals on the coil should be 
examined to ensure that the primary 
Jeads are connected, Usually these 
are so well secured ‘that ft 1s unlike- 
ly a disconnection would occur. A 
lead might conceivably break, tn 


which case a new section can easily 


be put In, It should be Ieopt in 
mind that 1 loose connection at the 
coll might cause misfiring, 

Any acrious Internal fault in 
elther coll or magneto which may 
vnuse cutting-out can only be re- 
medied , by the manufacturers or 
repairers, 4 It would be. a case of 
un fault in the windings, In an 
extreme Instance of complete brenk- 
down, another unit mist be obtain- 
ed, not a difficult matter, thanks to 
standardisation. 

Detcriorated Plug Leads 

Faults in the plug leads, though 
very infrequent, unless the lends 
have beon many yenrsa in use, com- 
prise leakage or short-circulting 
due to deterioration of the Insula- 
tion, which may have developed 
cracks through which the current 
will spark to an adjacent lead ina 
similar condition. It is always ad- 
visable ta replace these leads with 
new sections rather than to wrap 
them wih insulating tape. This 
method, however, may be adopted 
for an emergency and temporary 
vewair if a lead has short-circuited 
on ton mutal part and thereby 
chafed or worn through. : . 

The Sparking Gap 

The setting of the gap of the 
make-und-break on the — contact 
breaker of a magneto is a’matter of 
porticular importance, This sct- 
ting is determined by the manufac- 
turers, who either supply.a steel 
gauge or state in their Instruction 
booklet the width: of the gap in 
thousandths of an Inch, so that the 
ordinary standard thickness gauges 
ean be used. These are sold by all 
leading accessory concerns, 

The Cut-out ; 

A magneto is usually provided 
with a switch on the facia board, 
which {s connected by a single wire 
to a terminal on the cover of the 
make-and-brenk, If this wire 
should become loose at the terminal 
thé magneto. will not switch off 
definitely, but the firing will con- 
tinue jerkily.
